ALICE HIRSCH, ANN FLORAN, MARVIN BELL-SKI (sounds like) 
stated that they were in no position to represent or speak for 
their organizations but, they said, they would report back to 
their respective organizations and ask their support of the 
N.Y.CAHUAC and its progran. 


OTTO NATHAN asked that all organizations 
present should feel free to send repz resentatives to 
all regular NYCAHUAC meetings. 


DICK CRILEY reported on the progress of the "abolition" . 
campaign on a nationwide scale, 


He reported that more and more active interest for the - 
abolition of HUAC is apparent on national scene. 


However, he reported there are strong signs of 
fascistic features in the right-wing groups, and these right- 
wing groups carry the stamp of approval from the HUAC, 


As a result of a nationwide campaign against the 
HUAC, DICK CRILEY said,the HUAC have made some concessions 
toward reform. Even, he said, Congressman WALTER's 
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handling of the HUAC hearings are somewhat toned down 
in the manner in which the hearings are conducted. 


Another favorable sign of the effects on the 
HUAC, he said, as a result of the Nationwide: campaign 
is the: containment. of the HUAC in Washington, D.C, They 
do not, he said, dare leave Washington, D.C, to ‘conduct 
hearings. 


DICK CRILEY stated that although there have been 
some reforms, a witch-hunt can not be reformed. There must 
be, he said, no compromise in the abolition struggle. 


As an outstanding example of what has been done | 
in one part of the nation in the abolition campaign, DICK 
CRILEY pointed to the recent National Student Association 
endorsement of abolition of the HUAC and Sopcast son to reform 
of the ‘UAC. 


RUSS NIXON reported on the Washington D.C. ieee 
relative to the attitude toward the HUAC. 


For a long period of time, he said, the 
HUAC was a dead issue, nobody attached the HUAC from 
the Congressional floor. However, .as a result of the HUAC's 
Atlanta hearings there developed an added interest. People 
like MARTIN LUTHER KING, for instance, he said, realized that th 
fight for the rights of the Negro people was.also related 
to tne fight for abolitton of the HUAC, The Negro attitude, 
RUSS stated, befome the Atlanta hearings was that they 
didn't wish to be. called Black and Red at the same time. 


From a derensive fight against the HUAC, 
RUSS siad, the fight has now noved to a tremendous 
offensive position. He cited the moving into the 
offensive for abolition the Negro movement, the "Youth" 
indignance to HUAC, and the growth of the entire aboliton 
‘sentiment. Here, As an example of the growth of the 
abolition sentiment, RUSS cited the great increase in the 
number of prominent signatories to newspaper ads in ‘the press. 


i DE es 
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RUSS said that the ITUAC is partially abolished. 
By that RUSS said he meant that the consequences of appearance 
before the HUAC are not the same as formerly. Formerly, 
_he said, the HUAC's power lie not in imprisoning a witness 
but in its power to create fear, and to destroy the witnesses 
capacity to work for a livelihood, 


BURTON WHITE reported on the attitude of the "youth" 
as he saw it from his current speaking tour on the college campuse 
throughout the country. The student attitude, he reported, relat: 
to the HUAC and its continued existence can be stated in fow 
words, “Enougn of this nonsense", There is, he said, on the 
part of the. students an overwhelming response to the abolition 
campaign. The students are forming abolition groups and are 
attempting to make their efforts cchesive, he said. 


SANDY ROSENBLUM reported that some of the students 
are working out a dramatization, to be acted out before 
groups, of the HUAC hearings, ‘This method, she said, is a very 
effective way to expose the HUAC and its workings, 


OTTO NATHAN urged those present to send representatives 
to participate in the NYCAHUAC meetings and/or activities. OTTO 
reported that an advisory group is being developed to work 
with the NYCAHUAC, ALEXANDER MEIHLEJOHN, he said, has agreed 
to act as chairman of the advisory group. 


In the discussion that followed the reports, MIMI 
FRIEDLANDER stated that her organization, Citizens Committee 
for Constitutional Liberties, (CCCL) applauds the work of the 
NYCAHUAC, and will work with the NYCAHUAC whenever and wherever 
it can, MIMI proposed that there be a Bill of Rights Day 
Program sponsored by some such similar organizations as those 
present at the meeting, and.as a significant part of the 
program have a discussion, a review, and an proposed plan 
for handling the HUAC, and the Mc Carran Act.. 


CHARLEY FITZGERALD reported that the BCLC is 
contacting its Congressman,. holding meetings, circulating 


petitions in the abolition campaign.

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CHARLEY SILVERMAN reported that his union has 
been under attack from the HUAC for years. After the 
conference, he said, ‘he will report to his national board 
of his union and request that their union join with the 
NYCAHUAC in the aboliton struggle. 


SAM PEZVNER reported that he will ask the 
Jewish Cultural Clube to support the NYCAHUAC rally 
of 12/6/ol. 


PETER HAWLEY, “in summing up, stated that the HUAC 
is a free-wheeling outrit, He called for support inaa 
mobilized base to protest the actions of the HUAC. This 
ean be done initially, he said by attending and supporting the 
12/6/61 Rally. He asked those present that if their organizatic 
pass resolutions calling for abolition to forward copiés — 
of same to the NYCAHUAC, PETER asked that those present

PH T-5 advised that the main objective of most _ 
reports was to stop the War in Vietnam and bring the American 
troops in Vietnam home. Reports reflected that the Moratorium.

As of May 4, 1964, the policies of the ICC were dominated by 23 
the CPEPD through Communist Party members who were: officers and members of the ICC.

_ The source advised on April 25, 1967 that the ICC was literally dead", 
having no headquarters, no general membership, and no money; that unless the CPEPD

The purpose of this 
delegation is to "keep communications open with the 

North Vietnamese now that the peace talks are suspended." 
RASKIN will speak on the outcome of his Paris trip. The 
‘other announced speaker will be NOAM CHOMSKY. 


Saturday P.M. 4-15-72 - at 2:00 p.m., will be a mass 
demonstration - the theme of which is "Bodies On The Line." 
This will be a CD action at the White House and’ Lafayette 
Park. Several people protested that the demonstrations 
were always aimed at the "hard" side of Washington, ~ 
namely, the White House. The were pleased when they 

were given permission and welcome to perform their 

own CD actions.at the "soft" side, namely: U.S. Capitol - 
homes and offices of Senators and representatives, various 
. government buildings (names undisclosed). It was 

stressed that people who were "Committed" were wanted in 
Washington. The sponsors and organizers were not 
interested in numbers of people as much as they were 
interested in commitment. There would be some supportive 
action planned for those who did not choose to be 
arrested. 


WEISSBERG stated this week-end was entitled 
"Action Confrence", and as such there would be planned 
activities for Sunday also. This will consist of 
workshops. The PCPJ is planning workshops and have not 
announced types of workshops or place they will be held 
as final plans have not yet been formulated. RALPH 


RICHARDSON (fat Irishman) wanted to know how or if he could 


set up a workshop. Most likely he was wanting one for 
IRA. He was told to g@tin touch with WEISBERG. It was 
announced that buses would leave at 8:00 a.m. from Union 
Square and return Saturday p.m., price $10.00.

Between 60-70 people attended - all agreed to support 
_the April 12th TDA.

David Dellinger: stated ne was recently discharzed 
from hospital so would be unable to march to Lafayette Park, 
Stated he planned to be arrested. Gave the most objective 
presentations of the day, i.e. stated pros and cons of arrest 
and went to some length to make people feel confortable even 
if they didn't want arrest, Made very clear his reasons for 
wanting to be arrested, Frit that type of protest (C.D.) was 
only way--war had gone on too long etc. Whereas other speakers 
mentioned or intimated guilt on part of individual who wanted 
to avoid arrest, Dellinger stated that committing C.D. was a. 
clear choice on part of person, and it was meaningful only is 
that person was aware of his actions and the resulting cons 
quences. He made arrest seem honorable, and implied mares 
on the part of protester who submitted to it. Dellinger 
allowed a young male student (late high school or. ear Ly college 
aze) speak on why he (student) planned not to post bail. This 
kid stated--he didn't have money and also that people would be 
more impressed if they (arrestees) remained in jail. Dellinger 
then took mike again and said people shouldn't feel guilty 
regarding bail--Movement needs bodies on outside--not sitting 
in jail--but people still have a choice and can make own 
decision, A man named David Scott got up and gave a short fiery 
speech to rev the crowd for action, He then led one or two 
protest songs. The audience participated, but it was kind of 
sad. Scott was. an old man and his efforts to communicate with 
some were lost. One might say he was not appreciated and 
evaluated on basis of his age versus his enthusiasm,

On Tuesday, April 25, 1972 the Vietnam Peace Parade 
Committee met to plan for the May 4th Moratorium. The meeting 
was- held at 13 East 16th Street and was scheduled to begin at 
7:30 PM. However, at approximately 7:15 PM eleven people over-= 
loaded an elevator and were stuck between the first and second 
floor until almost 8 PM. The meeting began at approximately 
8:20 PM after most of the people climbed eight flights of stairs. 


NORMA BECKER chaired the meeting and read the 
_Agenda as follows: 


1. May 4 
2, NYC - for May 4 
3: May 10th ITT 
. May 20th Armed Forces Day = Mc Guire AFB. 


After reading;the agenda she gave a brief talk on the 
situation at Columbia University riots and made a comment on police 
brutality. She urged everyone to flood President MC GILL, 60 
Morningside Drive, NYC 10027 with letters of protest. She also 
said there would be a rally at 9 PM (April 25th) to discuss 
future strike action and said the Vietnam Peace Parade Committee 
is publicly supporting students at Columbia. “Y : 


She then went on to discuss future plans for May 4, 
Tentatively scheduled is a rally at the Federal Building, 26 
Federal Plaza, NYC, from 12- 2:30 PM. Permits had been applied 
for: May 4, 1972 from 8 AM to 4 PM. The rally was planned to 
from 12 to 1 PM tentatively, with speakers, not yet confirmed. 
Some names mentioned as possible speakers were: 


DAVID DELLINGER, MARY CUTCHIANO, ELEANOR HOLMES

CAROL SIMRO of United Farm Workers said her group had 
an action prepared and were waiting for a demonstration - 
this action is: in support of the lettuce boycott. and to show 
opposition to the war, the @FwW group will conduct a simulated 
bombing with scab lettuce, i.e. dropping or throwing heads of 
lettuce which represent bombs. | . 


At this point ANN FLORINE of WILPF - Women's Inter- 
national League of Peace and Freedom spoke and said there were 
too many "actions". "We should pick one and do it”. 


PAULINE ROSEN - Women Strike for Peace - wanted to have 


@ lie-in as part of action and also picketing. She thought the 
most important thing was to get information to workers: first 
info on May 4 Moratorium and 2nd to get info to workers in- 
Federal Building re war in. Southeast Asia. . 


During entire meeting members of NPAC were constantly 
asking for the floor to gain publicity for a city-wide meeting 
on April 27th to plan for a demonstration on April 29, and also 
for May 4, 1972. NORMA BECKER kept cutting them off and an 
obvious rift (the old wound) reopened between NPAC and PCPJ. 
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KATHY SOJURNER of NPAC retorted each time. NORMA then said 

NPAC refused to endorse May 4th and KATHY said (shouted) 

"We are supporting May 4th and we are also participating in 

a& press conference prior to April 2oth", This last mini-battle 
was end of Agenda item number 1. , 


Local Action - Number 2 on agenda: It was announced 
by NORMA BECKER that an "ad hoc committee" was meeting tonight 
“to work out.a plan to combine the war with city problems from 
5-7 PM. This group hoped to be able to air city problems at anti- 
war meetings and combine anti-war protest with city meetings. 
She also said Einstein College of Medicine would be closed on 
May 4th and students would be able to participate in the moratorium. 


. MARTHA KAHN mentioned a former rally of workers, This 
seemed to be a worker-student demonstration at City Hall which 
protested its way up to Bryant Park, . She expressed hope that 
same could occur this year. MARTHA is from Women Strike for 
Peace. 


is ABE WEISBURD spoke about the "proclamations" to be 
made by the Boro Presidents (preseumably SUTTON and ABRAMS) for 
May 4th. He also stated that the Parade Committee promised (in 
return for the "proclamations") to keep the first hour (at 
least) peaceful and legal. 

WILLIAM - large, fat black boy, well known to NORMA 

BECKER and others said: "Some group should take responsibility 
for CD action, not expect crowd to risk arrest". 


BERNICE - I think from Women Strike for Peace said. 
the idea of a Moratorium should be on going,should build - 
we should appeal to workers in the Federal Building to join 
us. "People aren't going for candlelight parades anymore?! 
Pick a building (in Federal Plaza) and shut it down!!” 

ANITA BENNETT - seemed to be from NPAC made a short 
speech re: the student conference held April 23, 1972, something 
re: Amalgamated Clothing Workers, NYU Washington Square Park on 
Saturday (April 29th) and tried to relate the April 29, 1972 
event as an organizing tool for May 4, 1972. NORMA BECKER shut her 
down, After this bit of sparring... 
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MORRIS GOLDEN of LEMPA (Lower Eastside Mobilization 
Peace Action Committee) stood up. He stated "We need a new 
approach", The natural reaction of people to bombing is to 
be against it. We need to use people's natural reaction to 
oppression by government. The idea he had seemed to be: Do 
something that is unusual but legal, get the government to 
deny citizens their rights and when they do - there is a good 
pasis for protest. Example: He proposed that many people 
-eonsidered NIXON to be a war criminal, therefore get people to 
sign a petition saying this. Then take the petitions to Federal 
Court to try to obtain a warrant for NIXON's arrest. Citizens 
have a right to demand this warrant. It is a denial of our rights 
if we are stopped at any point in this process. This idea was 
widely debated and supported in the group. ' 


Next a male from Pratt Institute stood up and said 
something about his school - his name was ANDY. Could not be 
heard well, most people were buzzing re: MORRIS GOLDEN's idea. 


COOKIE, girl(?) in military cadet-type uniform said 
she was part of group of women who were formerly with the 
Harrisburg Defense Committee. It now seems they are a Quaker 
Womens group. Anyway they dress up as female Vietnamese death 
spectres, and lie down and shout out the atrocities committed on 
their bodies by American GI's.
